SUBJECT: Retirement 


. Following our conversation of last evening, I invited 
for a conference this afternoon at 2:00 p,m. at which time 
I explained to him my decision that I could not support his request 
to switch his retirement plan from Civil Service retirement system, 
to the Agency retirement system at this late date. I told^^^^^^l 25X1A 
that imder Agency policy, had he opted two years ago to retire under 
the Agency system he would have had to retire at that time since 
he was 60 years old^at-that-t-im.xj.. I explained further that, since he 
ma.de his choice of the Civil Service retirement system and since 
it was possible to find use for his services at that time, he was 
continued on with the understanding he would be retired at the end 
of 1967 under the Civil .Service system. I told him quite frankly 
that I could not go along with his current request since, when he 
made his choice of the Civil Service system, I considered that he had 
decided that it was more beneficial for him to stay on a year or two 
longer at full salary rather than retire under the slightly more 
advantageous Agency system. I assured^^^^^Hthat he was fre^SXIA 
to appeal this decision to the Director, ^^^^^^^^^|;ommented he did 
not think the Director would overrule an action of the DD/P in such 
a matter, and I hastened to correct him on this, then sai^^”''^ 

that, since he did not know v/hen I xvould he returning from leave he 
had actually already prepared a letter to the Director with copies to 
go to me, and to his division chief. I suggested that he could now 
amend his letter by including the fact that I could not support his 
request at this time and that this would bring his letter up to date. 

I also asked him to submit his appeal promptly, suggesting either 
later this date or in the course of the day tomorrow.
